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CAN STAR WARS BE 
THE NEW TITANIC? 


The Force Awakens is destined 

to be asmash at the box office—and it 
just might be the king of the 
Academy’s world, too. By Nicole Sperling

WHEN STAR WARS: The Force Awakens opens 
on Dec. 18, many questions will be answered: 
Where is Luke Skywalker? Why is Princess 
Leia a general? What’s Han Solo been up to? How much 
money can a movie actually make? But perhaps the most 
pressing mystery for the J.J. Abrams-directed spectacle, 
which could gross north of $600 million worldwide in 
its opening weekend: Does it have real Oscar potential? 
“There’s no reason to rule it out,” says an Oscar consul- 
tant. “It could win more than any other film.” 
Should it captivate the globe as expected while also 
exploring themes like self-discovery and rebirth—as 
Abrams has promised—it could be too big a cultural 
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touch point to ignore in the major categories. In fact, 
The Force Awakens has plenty in common with James 
Cameron’s epic Titanic, a late-breaking, under-estimated 
phenomenon that destroyed everything in its path 
18 years ago, earning $600 million in the U.S. and 
nabbing 11 Oscars, including Best Picture and Director. 

To get to the Oscar stage, The Force Awakens has to 
overcome obstacles greater than some measly iceberg. 
The movie can’t just be good—it has to be amazing. There 
may be no front-runner in this year’s Best Picture race, but 
that just means more competition. In 2009, when the 
Academy expanded the category from 5 nominees to up 
to 10, the intention was to recognize blockbusters— 
enough to make the general public actually care about 
the Oscars. Instead, a trend of nominating well-made 
but smaller indie films emerged. 

This year, to the Academy’s delight, commercial hits 
The Martian, Mad Max: Fury Road, and Straight Outta 
Compton—films that mixed spectacle with cultural rele- 
vance—are making a play for the race. Add The Force 
Awakens, and it gets interesting. For the first time in a 
long while, the category may include a broad range of 
titles, with quieter, well-received movies also vying for 
love (Spotlight, Brooklyn) and many anticipated flicks yet 
to debut (Alejandro G. Ifidrritu’s The Revenant, David O. 
Russell’s Joy, and Quentin Tarantino’s The Hateful Eight). 

Competition aside, the bigger challenge could be 
that the Academy rarely recognizes a sequel. When 
George Lucas’ original space odyssey debuted in 1977, 
it was nominated for 10 Oscars (see sidebar), including 
Best Picture. The trophy proved elusive, and the saga 
would never again see a Best Picture nom. In fact, with 
the exception of the Godfather series and the Lord of the 
Rings trilogy, sequels never land in the race. “The Acad- 
emy doesn’t give points for extending a narrative,” says 
another Oscar consultant. “Taking existing characters 
and extrapolating on them doesn’t win.” 

The Oscars aren’t the only awards game in town, 
however. The American Film Institute announced on 
Nov. 17 that it will push back its year-end ranking to 
allow The Force Awakens to be considered, a move that 
suggests it’s taking the film seriously. Like everyone 
else, they’re eager to see if Abrams and company have 
the goods to best Titanic’s record. And that answer will 
only come in time, young Padawan.

How one musician's rendition of a John 
Lennon classic helped comfort a city 
overwhelmed by grief. By Chris Lee 


ON NOV. 13, TERRORIST GUNMEN BURST 
into the Bataclan concert hall during a per- 
formance by California rock outfit Eagles 
of Death Metal, killing 89 people in the 
deadliest attack on France since World War 
II. (In a statement, the band described 
themselves as “horrified and trying to come 
to terms with what happened” and “bonded 
in grief with the victims.”) 

Later, at 2:00 a.m., German street musi- 
cian Davide Martello made the “spontaneous 
decision” to travel 400 miles through the 
back roads of southern Germany to the City 
of Light, hoping to offer peace in the wake 
of senseless violence by playing a simple 
song to soothe the anguish and confusion. 
He set up a grand piano outside the Bataclan 
and performed a street-side rendition of 
John Lennon’s signature 1971 anthem 
“Imagine” for hundreds of mourners. He 
found a receptive audience—both in Paris

and worldwide—seeking togetherness in the 
wake of tragedy. 

“Playing that song was very deep, a crazy 
moment,” says Martello, 34. “I was upset... 
and the images of the blood on the ground 
were all in my head.” As to why he chose that 
particular song? The lyrics “speak to the 
time we’re in now,” Martello says, citing 
the famous refrain: “Imagine there’s no 
countries/It isn’t hard to do/Nothing to kill 
or die for/And no religion, too.” 

In the following days, the musician, who 
also performs under the name Klavierkunst 
and has a history of socially engaged

Charlie Sheen's public confession—and an unprecedented 
prime-time story line—is helping to end the stigma that 
still surrounds the oft-misunderstood disease.

Say what you will 
about Charlie Sheen, 
but the actor’s deci- 
sion to reveal that he 
is HIV-positive has 
had at least one 
benefit: It’s helped 
spark a long-overdue 
conversation about 
living with the 
diagnosis. During an 
interview with Matt 
Lauer on Today, 
Sheen not only went 
public about his 
health but also had 
the opportunity to 
explain that he can 
have unprotected 
sex—provided he 
follow an antiretrovi- 
ral regimen and 

his partners use pro- 
tective PrEP drugs— 
a news flash for 
people unaware 

of the latest treat- 
ment options. 

“America’s knowl- 
edge of HIV is 
caught back in the 
‘90s,” says Michael 
Kaplan, president 
and CEO of AIDS 
United. “And there 
have been substan- 
tial changes in the 
last five years in 
terms of opportuni- 
ties to end this 
epidemic.” 

But it’s not just 
Sheen's admission 
that has Hollywood 
talking. ABC’s hit 
series How to Get 
Away With Murder 
recently made main- 
stream TV history 
by depicting an 
ongoing relationship 


between HIV-positive 


and -negative 
characters Oliver 
and Connor (Conrad 
Ricamora and Jack 
Falahee). “It’s 
groundbreaking,” 
Falahee said of his 
HTGAWM arc ata 
Paley Center panel in 
New York earlier this 
month. “This is 
something millions 
of people are deal- 
ing with, and in 
some small way to 
spread knowledge 
about how to 
talk to a partner is 
a great honor.” 
Looking back a 
few decades, it’s not 
unlike when Rock 


Hudson smooched 
Linda Evans on 
Dynasty, which 
helped dispel the 
myth that HIV was 
spread through kiss- 
ing. By comparison, 
Sheen is perhaps 
the least coveted 
poster boy for any 
good cause (wanting 
to halt blackmailers 
threatening to 
reveal his status is 
hardly a noble 
motive), but experts 
say that doesn’t 
matter. “We're all 
imperfect spokes- 
people,” Kaplan 
says. “Nobody has 
that perfect story.”

TYPICALLY, ENTRY INTO THE 
land of Oz requires hopping 
aboard a Kansas twister. But 
on this November afternoon, 
the most recent adaptation of 
L. Frank Baum’s magical story 
of witches, wizards, Munchkins, 
and denizens of an elaborate 
Emerald City exists just an 
hour outside Manhattan, on a 
Bethpage, Long Island, sound- 
stage. The cast and crew of 
NBC’s upcoming The Wiz Live! 
(airing Dec. 3) are rehearsing 
the latest installment in the 
network’s annual franchise of 
live musical productions. 
Singer Ne-Yo—who’s playing 
the Tin Man but today is casu- 
ally dressed in gym clothes— 
hangs from the side of a large 
metal heap, grunting. Dorothy 
(played by newcomer Shanice 
Williams) and the Scarecrow 
(Hairspray’s Elijah Kelley) 
follow the yellow brick road to 
offer an assist. With a few 
strategic squirts from an oilcan, 
the Tin Man soon limbers up 
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and performs “Slide Some Oil 
to Me.” He’s even loose enough 
for a little pop ’W lock, breath- 
ing fresh energy into the 1975 
Broadway triumph, which, at the 
time, was one of the first main- 
stream musicals to boast an 
entirely African-American cast. 
Dusting off popular musical 
properties and infusing them 
with new life is a trademark of 
Craig Zadan and Neil Meron, 
the show’s executive producers 
and the duo behind the big- 
screen musical versions of 
Hairspray and Chicago, as well 
as the TV events The Sound 
of Music Live! (2013) and Peter 
Pan Live! (2014). While Music 
was a blockbuster ratings hit, 
von Trapping 18.5 million 
viewers thanks to its family- 
friendly title and Carrie 
Underwood as Maria, Pan dis- 
appointed with just 9.2 million 
viewers and criticisms over 
a meandering plot and star 
Christopher Walken’s hammy 
acting. “We discovered there 
wasn’t as much interest in 
Peter Pan as we thought there 
would be,” admits Meron. 
“Also, the star-driven nature 
of these events is something 
that’s a big motor.” Zadan 
adds: “What we learned is we 
wanted to do something that 


was cooler and hipper and 
contemporary. And something 
that had a lot of stars.” 

Thankfully, the road to 
Oz can be paved with both 
yellow brick and a plethora of 
talent. The original musical 
not only nabbed seven Tony 
Awards (and was adapted into 
a 1978 film starring Diana Ross 
and Michael Jackson) but also 
inspired an upcoming genera- 
tion of performers, helping 
this reimagining land a seri- 
ously celeb-heavy ensemble, 
including Queen Latifah 
(the Wiz), Mary J. Blige (the 
Wicked Witch of the West), 
Uzo Aduba (Good Witch 
Glinda), Common (Emerald 
City’s gatekeeper), and David 
Alan Grier (the Cowardly 
Lion). “It’s one of the first 
plays I’d ever seen,” says 
Latifah. “My mom took me as 
a kid, and it just blew my mind. 
To see people who looked 
like me and had my color skin, 
my body type. People who 
looked like my aunts and my 
uncles and people I knew— 
black people. I had never seen 
anything like it.”

championing an all-black 
musical is not lost on the cast. 
“Everybody knows about the 
unspoken stigma [of race] in 
Hollywood,” says Ne-Yo, who 
also co-wrote an original song, 
“We Got It,” for the produc- 
tion. “It’s one thing to talk 
about it and how wrong it is, 
and it’s another to actually do 
something to show you’re not 
about that. And that’s what 
NBC is doing.” 

And there are even more 
ambitious goals for The Wiz 
in the works—a Broadway 
revival is being planned for 
late 2016, involving The Wiz 
Live!’s creative team, includ- 
ing director Kenny Leon 
(A Raisin in the Sun), choreog- 
rapher Fatima Robinson 
(Dreamgirls), and, hopefully, 
the show’s star Shanice 
Williams, who Leon discov- 
ered at an open casting call.

This Christmas she and Russell have teamed up again for Joy, the 


story of one woman’s rise to power and wealth that unfolds over four decades. “Jen’s the same per- 


son, this girl from Kentucky who is becoming a woman,” Russell says. “I’ve gotten the privilege of 


watching that. That’s also the story of this movie. It’s a lot for a 25-year-old. But it’s happening.

WHEN ADELE MYSTERIOUSLY TEASED 
a snippet of her comeback single “Hello” 
during a commercial break for U.K.’s The X 
Factor in October, she was initially fearful 
no one cared about her return.

It doesn’t make any sense that the 
biggest cast on TV should also 
be one of the best, but so it goes 
with Game of Thrones, the epic 
drama that’s home to nearly 
30 series regulars—a number 
that any producer can tell you is 
utterly nuts. What's crazier still 
is that since the show airs just 10 
episodes a year, even top-billed 
actors like Peter Dinklage receive 
only about one hour of actual 
screen time each season. Yet 
millions around the world obsess 
over Thrones’ characters and their 
riveting story lines, thanks mainly 
to the actors’ searing perfor- 
mances, which manage to stand 
out even when they share scenes 
with literal giants and dragons. 
“There are so many ways this show 
could have died in the crib, but the 
most likely killer would have been 
the cast,” showrunners David 
Benioff and Dan Weiss tell EW. “It’s 
difficult enough to find a single 
actor who is perfect for a single 
role, and more difficult still to find, 
say, five ideal actors. But to find 30, 
AO, or more? The odds against 
that are astronomical.” 
Season 5 managed to raise the 
show's already high acting bar 
again, aided in part by the younger 
Stark siblings as they continued 
to grow into their roles: There 
was Jon Snow's tragic arc, where 
Kit Harington told us more with 
his dark eyes than many convey 
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with entire monologues; Sansa’s 
horrifying, abusive marriage that 
brought out Sophie Turner’s most 
textured performance yet; Arya’s 
ongoing lessons in murder that 
allowed Maisie Williams to demon- 
strate her preternatural acting 
instincts. The Television Academy 
are rather big fans as well, with the 
show sweeping the Emmys with a 
total of 12 awards, including the 
coveted Outstanding Drama 
Series and Outstanding Support- 
ing Actor in a Drama Series for 
Dinklage—much to his surprise. “I 
was chewing gum, that’s how 
unprepared | was!” he marveled. 
“My wife said, ‘I told you you 
should have prepared something.” 

So does all this acclaim go to 
the cast's heads? Fortunately for the 
producers, no. “Our friends ask, 
‘Okay, who's the psycho? There's 
at least one in every cast,” Benioff 
and Weiss say. “And that’s true. 
There is a psychopath, but we're 
not going to tell you [who]. All the 
others are top-notch.” We suspect 
Ser Pounce. —James Hibberd

THE GRIPPING BIOPIC ON THE 
TRAILBLAZING HIP-HOP GROUP WAS 
A BLOCKBUSTER WIT’ ATTITUDE

From “F--- tha Police” to “for your 
consideration,” Straight Outta 
Compton stands as 2015's unstop- 
pable biopic. The film, which 
dramatizes N.W.As crossover from 
underground rap group to multi- 
platinum-selling phenom, took in 
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more than $200 million in ticket 
sales worldwide. Now Universal 
has launched a full-blown Oscar 


campaign, the first of its kind for a 
hip-hop biopic. “Walk the Line or 
Ray, you see these movies really 
take the essence of a person to 
the next level,” says Jason Mitchell, 
who portrays the late frontman 
Eazy-E. “| wasn't expecting this.” 
It wasn’t an easy journey to 
bring the movie to the masses. 
As a producer, N.W.A’s Ice Cube 
spent seven years helping to 
shape the screenplay about his 
rise with groupmates Eazy-E, MC 
Ren, DJ Yella, and Dr. Dre, bring 
director F. Gary Gray onto the 
project, and iron out a studio deal. 
The biopic’s wild success serves 
as more than just personal valida- 
tion for Cube. “I wanted this to 
connect more than any movie I've 
ever done,” says the actor- 
producer. “Not only is it my history, 
it's a time capsule of a moment 
that affected the whole world.” 
While critics were swift to point 
out that the movie omits depicting 


Dre's history of alleged abuse— 
the rapper later apologized to the 
“women I've hurt” in a statement 
to The New York Times—the film 
does serve as a reminder of racial 
issues that persist today. “The 
whole Ferguson thing, ‘Hands up, 
don't shoot; the #BlackLivesMatter 
was popping off while we did this 
movie,” says O'Shea Jackson Jr., 
who plays his real-life father, Ice 
Cube. “It speaks to people because 
it's so much beyond the two-hour 
music video that some people 
wanted to give us credit for.” 

To hear it from Mitchell, however, 
shooting on the streets of Comp- 
ton last year served to emphasize 
how fan love for “Boyz-N-the-Hood” 
has never faded. “| had a guy 
walk up to me and get so close, 
he was under my hat bill,” recalls 
Mitchell. “He was like, ‘Bro! You 
like seeing a ghost, bro. You are 
Eazy-E!’ I'm tripping out: ‘You're 
really close to me right now!’ But 
to have somebody that excited 
was amazing. It was the creepiest 
thing | ever loved.” —Chris Lee

THERE WAS A TIME WHEN, IF YOU TOLD 
anyone that the year’s most politically 
groundbreaking pop culture icon would be a 
member of the Kardashian clan, no one 
would’ve believed you. That changed when 
Caitlyn Jenner, 66, came out as transgender 
in a brave interview with Diane Sawyer last 
April, revealed her new look on the cover of 
Vanity Fair in June, broke Obama’s Twitter 
record by racking up one million followers 
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in four hours, and, one month later, pre- 
miered a reality TV show so radical, it’s hard 
to believe it aired on E!, the channel that 
brought you Bridalplasty. With her docu- 
series I Am Cait, Jenner deflected attention 
away from herself and toward the important 
voices we don’t always get to hear, including 
transgender teens who’ve been bullied and 
transgender women who’ve been forced 
into sex work. She invited activists like 
Jenny Boylan to answer her questions—and 
educate her audience—about topics like the 
difference between gender and sexuality. 
She reignited debates about what really 
makes a woman, and reminded everyone 
that she could be female and transgender 
and still vote Republican, still ride dirt bikes, 
and still refer to herself as her daughters’ 
“daddy.” “Do I project the right image?” she 
wondered on the show, before admitting, “I 
just hope I get it right.” But the best thing 
she taught us was that there is no “right” 
way to be trans, there’s just what Jenner 
calls living “your truth.” —Melissa Maerz

ALTHOUGH IT’S SET 90 years ago, Tom Hooper’s The 
Danish Girl couldn’t feel more timely. 2015 has marked 
a turning point in the struggle for transgender accep- 
tance, as high-profile symbols of that battle—from 
Caitlyn Jenner to Laverne Cox to the award-winning 
Amazon series Transparent—have crossed over into the 
mainstream, changing attitudes that until recently 
seemed unchangeable. It doesn’t hurt that Eddie 
Redmayne, who earned a Best Actor Oscar less than a 
year ago for his transformational portrayal of Stephen 
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Alicia Vikander and Eddie Redmayne 


Hawking in The Theory of Everything, delivers 
yet another staggering performance as the 
film’s protagonist—a Copenhagen artist 
who became one of the first people to 
undergo gender-confirmation surgery. So 
why does The Danish Girl feel so remote? I 
think the problem is its director. Like 
Hooper’s The King’s Speech, the film is 
exquisitely made, capturing its time and 
place with a jeweler’s eye. Every stick of 
furniture, every thread of clothing, every 
swatch of paint is fastidiously perfect. Yet 
there’s something that’s a bit lifeless in its 
perfection. It feels like a movie that’s been 
lovingly crafted and put under glass in a 
museum. And I kept waiting for it to move 
me more than it did. 

Based on David Ebershoff’s 2000 novel, 
The Danish Girl invites us to admire the lov- 
ing marriage between renowned landscape

painter Einar Wegener (Redmayne) and his 
less famous portrait-artist wife, Gerda 


(Alicia Vikander). But slowly Hooper and 
screenwriter Lucinda Coxon draw back the 
embroidered curtain to hint at the hidden 
side to Einar. You can see it in the way he 
runs his fingers across his wife’s silk night- 
gown when they embrace and in the way he 
looks at other women—not leeringly or out 
of desire to be with them, but rather to be 
them. He’s studying their behavior, taking 
note of how they carry themselves. Einar’s 
secret is outed when Gerda asks him to 
model for one of her female portraits by 
putting on stockings and holding a delicate 
feminine pose. At first it’s all a game. They 
even christen Einar’s alter ego “Lili.” But 
for Einar it’s more than that. It’s a moment 
of liberation. A chance to become the per- 
son she’s always been inside. 

As Lili starts to appear with more 
frequency, the compassionate Gerda wres- 
tles with how to react. Her husband has 
gained something, but she’s lost some- 
thing. Vikander conveys her character’s 
psychological struggle with a stunning 
grace that’s every bit the equal of her 
flashier costar’s, especially when Einar, 
now fully blossomed as Lili, decides to 
go through with her groundbreaking but 
life-threatening surgery. Even with the 
handicap of acting behind the polite 
remove of Hooper’s film, Vikander and 
Redmayne are two stars whose glow can’t 
be dimmed. B

> PIXAR’S LATEST FILM has the misfortune of 
following what’s perhaps Pixar’s greatest. Compar- 

isons to this summer’s brilliant Inside Out were 

never going to help whatever the animation studio followed 
it up with, but The Good Dinosaur has problems of its own. 

The story begins with a novel question: What if the 
asteroid that killed the dinosaurs millions of years ago 
actually missed Earth, allowing the prehistoric creatures to 
evolve, learn to farm, and develop speech? In practice, 
though, the conceit is a pat justification to pair the movie’s 
young hero, an apatosaurus named Arlo, with a feral 
human boy he calls Spot, as Arlo tries to find his way home 
after he’s swept away by a river. 

While the story attempts the moves that a Pixar film 
typically makes—nonverbal storytelling, death, a bitter- 
sweet ending—most of The Good Dinosaur’s punches land 
soft, made worse by the disconnect that exists between the 
overly cartoonish style of the characters and the photo- 
realistic landscapes. B-

What defines a “supporting” part?

GONE ARE THE days when an actress could 
saunter onto a movie set, blow the place up 
with a few brilliant days of filming, and nab 
herself a Best Supporting Actress Oscar. Think 
Judi Dench in Shakespeare in Love or Beatrice 
Straight in Network—the shortest Oscar- 
winning performance ever at five minutes and 
40 seconds. No more. This year, the decision 
by two studios to campaign a lead perfor- 
mance—Alicia Vikander in The Danish Girl 
(Focus Features) and Rooney Mara in Carol 
(The Weinstein Co.)—in the Supporting 
Actress category has upturned that race. Why 
are they doing it? The Supporting Actress race 
is less competitive this year than Best Actress, 
for starters. The move improves Vikander’s 
odds of nabbing her first nomination. And for 
Mara, it prevents her from competing opposite 
her costar Cate Blanchett in the lead category. 
So it seems smart, yes, but it could backfire. 
There’s zero doubt that both Vikander and 
Mara do superb work in their films, but the 
Hollywood Foreign Press Association—the 
group behind the Golden Globes—has 
declined to consider them in its supporting 
category. Will the Oscars follow suit? Probably 
not. The Academy has historically deferred to 
the studios on this front. Nor does it care much 
what the Golden Globes does. In 2009, Kate 
Winslet (who’s vying for a supporting nod in 
Steve Jobs this year) won the Best Actress Oscar 
for The Reader after scoring a supporting 
Golden Globe for the same role. The bad news, 
though, is that Vikander and Mara would still 
find themselves in a very tough race: compet- 
ing against each other.

> DON’T BE FOOLED by the title. For all intents 


and purposes, Creed is Rocky 7. But it would 

be a mistake to be put off by the wheeziness 
of that late-stage number. Because, with apologies to 
Clubber Lang and Ivan Drago, Ryan Coogler’s rousingly 
emotional new film is the best installment since the 
1976 original. It’s easy to read that last sentence and 
shrug. But Sylvester Stallone’s first Rocky was a dark, 
downbeat masterpiece that reflected its New Holly- 
wood era. Creed taps into that same gritty underdog 
authenticity. Michael B. Jordan, reteaming with his 
Fruitvale Station director, plays Adonis Johnson—the 
out-of-wedlock son of Rocky’s love-hate rival, Apollo 
Creed. Adonis, who never knew his father, was saved 
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from a troubled childhood by Apollo’s widow (Phylicia 
Rashad). Now grown and hungry to make a name for 
himself in the ring, he refuses to use his famous sur- 
name. Adonis begs Rocky to train him. And slowly, the 
aging Italian Stallion’s reluctance melts when he sees 
how much the brash kid reminds him of himself back 
when he was a no-hope southpaw pounding frozen 
sides of beef. Creed is as formulaic and sentimental as 
you’d expect any Rocky movie to be, but Jordan and 
Stallone (looser and more vulnerable than he’s been in 
30 years) give the film an undeniable lump-in-the- 
throat poignancy. In the end it’s a movie about legacy, 
and it more than preserves the Rocky franchise’s. It 
reminds you why it was great in the first place.

DOES ANY COMING-OUT story have a real ending? Often 
when a drama follows a transgender character, that 
person’s narrative arc begins and ends with his or her 
transition.

with other people and explore other forbid- 
den acts, including S&M. Ali, after being 
queer for “about five seconds,” as Syd (Carrie 
Brownstein) puts it, is finally considering 
dating her friend—whose advances she has 
always rebuffed—as long as they can rewrite 
the rules of monogamy. (“What is being queer 
if not questioning everything?”

But not everything here feels as natural as 
the relationships. One plotline explores 1930s 
Berlin, where Maura’s ancestor (Hari Nef) 
lived in a tight-knit trans community. It’s an 
interesting chronicle of a lost culture, but it 
feels more like a history lesson than an inte- 
gral piece of the Pfefferman puzzle, and it 
illustrates one of this season’s themes—that 
trauma can be passed down through DNA— 
too neatly. It’s Sarah’s, Ali’s, and Josh’s own 
funny, moving, sometimes enraging “transi- 
tions” that carry the season, as they still figure 
out how to act like grown-ups well into adult- 
hood. Some people never stop becoming who 
they are, whether they’re trans or not.
